The  U.S.  at  the  moment  has  no  medium-range 
missiles  in  the  European  theater,  but  does  have 
short-range  tactical  nuclear  weapons  such  as  Per¬ 
shing  I  and  Lance  missiles.

The  administration’s  move  could  trigger 
the  kind  of  scrap  that  accompanied  the  sale 
of  Airborne  Warning  and  Control  System 
radar  planes  and  other  modem  weaponry 
to  Saudi  Arabia  last  month.  President 
Reagan  narrowly  won  that  battle  in  the 
Senate. 

The  U.S.  share  of  the  satellite  and  com¬ 
munications  gear  would  total  about  $79 
million  of  the  overall  French  contract  for 
about  $150  million.  It  would  involve  two 
working  satellites  launched  by  the  Nation¬ 
al  Aeronautics  and  Space  Administration 
in  the  mid-80s. 

The  subcontract  deal  for  the  Ford 
Aerospace  and  Communications  Corp. 
was  sidetracked  two  weeks  ago  when  the 


State  Department  conceded  it  was  not 
prepared  to  answer  congressional  con¬ 
cerns  about  potential  military  application. 

One  of  the  arguments  in  the  Saudi. 
A  WAGS  fight  was  that  the  sophisticated 
planes,  the  world’s  most  advanced,  and 
other  high  technology  might  fall  into  un¬ 
friendly  hands.  Congressional  sources 
said  the  same  questions  are  likely  to  be 
raised  in  trying  to  block  the  satellite  sale 
to  21  Arab  countries  and  the  PLO. 

There  is  also  concern  that  the  Libyan 
government  of  Col.  Moammar  Khadafy 
and  the  PLO  might  make  military  use  of 
Arabsat,  as  the  system  is  called,  and  there 
are  questions  about  Libya’s  share  of  the 
financing,  said  to  be  about  17  percent. 

State  Department  officials  say  the  satel¬ 
lite  system  would  simply  supplement  the 
existing  international  telephone  system, 
to  which  Libya  and  all  but  two  of  the  22 
Arab  clients  have  access.  The  exceptions 
are  South  Yemen  and  the  PLO. 


Senators  ignore 


Reagan 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  Republican- 
controlled  Senate  Appropriations  Committee, 
ignoring  President  Reagan’s  written  request  for 
a  five  percent  across-the-board  spending  cut, 
Tuesday  approved  a  massive  money  bill  to  keep 
the  government  in  business  after  midnight 

FBd(rth  Democrats  and  Republicans  in  Congress 
said  they  expected  Reagan  to  veto  the  bill  when 
it  reaches  his  desk,  probably  Friday. 

That,  in  turn,  could  keep  Congress  in  session 
through  the  weekend  as  it  struggles  to  draft  a 
revised  measure  that  meets  the  president’s  con¬ 
ditions. 

The  House  already  has  passed  its  own  version 
of  the  measure,  and  final  Senate  action  is  ex¬ 
pected  either  Wednesday  or  Thursday. 

The  Senate  appropriations  panel  took  its  ac¬ 
tion  after  rejecting,  on  an  18-8  vote,  a  proposal  to 
cut  spending  by  up  to  two  percent  across  the 
board.  That  would  have  saved  as  much  as  $9 
billion  from  a  measure  estimated  to  cost  $415.4 
billion.

But  even  that  fell  far  short  of  the  five  percent 
cut  Reagan  asked  in  a  letter  to  Senate  Majority 
Leader  Howard  Baker  when  he  proposed  to  meet 
the  Congress  “halfway."  That  amounted  to  a 
tacit  abandonment  of  Reagan’s  earlier  call  for  12 
percent  cuts  in  domestic  non-defense  programs. 

Baker’s  office  released  a  copy  of  the  letter 
while  the  Appropriations  Committee  was  meet¬ 
ing  on  the  measure,  which  would  allow  the  gov¬ 
ernment  to  spend  the  money  through  the  end  of 
the  fiscal  year  next  Sept.  30,  or  until  the  regular 
money  bills  were  passed. 

Senate  officials  said  the  measure  approved  by 
the  committee  calls  for  spending  of  $415.3  billion 
—  a  level  they  insisted  was  only  $100  million 
above  Reagan’s  request.  Administration  officials 
disputed  that  figure,  although  they  could  not  im¬ 
mediately  provide  their  own  estimate  of  spend¬ 
ing  in  the  bill. 

Even  though  the  committee  is  controlled  by 
Republicans,  there  was  no  attempt  to  force  the 
five  percent  cut  Reagan  wants.

House  overrides 
governor's  veto 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  The 
Utah  House  of  Representatives  voted 
Tuesday  night  to  override  Gov.  Scott 
M.  Matheson’s  veto  of  the  Legisla¬ 
ture’s  reapportionment  of  state 
House  districts. 

The  Senate  must  now  approve  the 
override  for  reapportionment  plans  to 
become  law.  The  House  approved  the 
override  on  its  third  vote  on  the  mea¬ 
sure  during  Tuesday's  special  ses¬ 
sion.  The  override  failed  by  one  on  the 
second  vote,  but  House  Republicans 
caucused  and  then  returned  with  the 
50  votes  required  for  a  two-thirds 
majority  and  passage. 

Appeared  to  fail 

The  override  appeared  to  have 
failed  in  an  earlier  vote.  But  that  vote 
was  nullified  when  Rep.  Dorthea 
Masur,  R-Ogden,  did  not  vote.  She 
left  the  floor  without  voting  and  after 
a  15-minute  argument  over  the  rules, 
the  House  voted  to  vote  again. 

The  redistricting  plan  passed  last 
month  by  the  Republican-dominated 
Legislature  was  vetoed  by  Matheson, 
who  said  the  boundaries  were  bla¬ 
tantly  political  and  would  favor  Re¬ 
publican  candidates. 

Matheson  and  other  Democrats 
have  objected  in  particular  to  the 
reshaping  of  District  73,  which  was 
stretched  300  miles  across  seven 
southern  and  central  Utah  counties. 
Matheson  has  said  the  district  is  illeg¬ 
al  because  it  is  not  compact  and  does 
not  include  areas  of  common  interest. 

The  boundaries  were  drawn  in  a 
floor  amendment  in  the  House. 

Rep.  Merrill  W.  Harward,  R-Salt 
Lake  City,  who  was  co-chairman  of 
the  Legislature’s  reapportionment 
committee,  said  many  lawmakers 
appear  to  agree  with  Matheson’s 
objections  and  probably  will  choose  to 
alter  the  district’s  boundaries  rather 
than  seek  an  override. 


Matheson  has  said  if  lawmakers 
override  his  veto,  the  reapportion¬ 
ment  plan  will  probably  face  a  court 
challenge. 

Harward  said  the  Legislature 
would  probably  adopt  the  original 
proposal  if  it  is  presented  in  the  right 
manner.  Under  the  committee’s  ori¬ 
ginal  proposal,  District  73  would  be 
confined  to  parts  of  five  counties 
which  share  common  interests. 

Districts  joined 

Under  the  plan  passed  in  October, 
District  73  joins  the  coal-mining  areas 
of  Carbon  and  Emery  counties  with 
the  ranching  and  tourist  regions  of 
southwestern  Utah.  The  district’s  in¬ 
cumbent,  Rep.  John  Garr,  D-East 
Carbon,  would  stand  a  good  chance  of 
being  unseated  in  a  re-election 
attempt  because  of  the  large  number 
of  Republican  voters  in  the  southern 
Utah  counties. 

The  House  also  voted  39-24  to  re¬ 
ject  proposed  amendments  to  a  bill  to 
allow  industrial  revenue  bonds  to  be 
issued  to  assist  firms  manufacturing 
goods  for  foreign  export.  The  bill  was 
left  in  limbo  during  the  October  spe¬ 
cial  session  because  of  differences  in 
House  and  Senate  versions. 

Competition 

The  bill  specifically  would  enable 
Eimco  Mining  Machinery  Division,  of 
Salt  Lake  City,  to  compete  with  fore¬ 
ign  companies. 

The  Senate  version  would  have  ex¬ 
panded  the  bill  so  bonds  could  con¬ 
tinue  to  be  issued  to  aid  any  commer¬ 
cial  firm.  But  House  members,  led  by 
Rep.  Jeff  Fox,  D-Salt  Lake  City, 
opposed  going  along  with  the  Senate

Dr.  Robert  K.  Thomas,  a  professor  of  English, 
said  generations  of  Americans  have  been  prompted 
by  the  idea  that  nothing  is  impossible  for  free  men 
and  women  in  such  a  choice  land. 

American  idealism 

“In  spite  of  occasional  cynicism  and  personal 
compromise,  there  are  major  strains  of  compas¬ 
sion,  loyalty,  honor  and  unity  in  diversity  in  the 
sweeping  march  of  American  history.”  he  said. 

“Individually,  however,  the  challenge  of  the  ideal 
is  less.  It  becomes  a  matter  of  rising  to  a  shared 
hope,”  he  said.“We  are  never  prepared  as  a  people 
for  the  Teapot  Domes  or  the  Watergates." 

National  symbols 

Thomas  said  he  believes  Americans  are  reluctant 
to  accept  the  fact  that  national  symbols  no  longer 
carry  the  aura  of  the  ideal  about  them. 

“But  we  feel  that  whether  it  is  in  physical  battle 
or  moral  challenge,  the  last  time  we  looked  at  our 
flag,  it  was  still  there.” 

Working  against  growth 

Individually,  a  perfectionist  may  be  working 
against  his  own  growth  by  looking  beyond  the 
mark,  he  noted.. 

The  perfectionist  can  seldom  wait  and  has  trou- 1 
ble  in  being  tentative,  said  Thomas. 

“He  can’t  enjoy  the  trial  and  error  that  often 
leads  to  imaginative  answers.  In  reaching  for  ulti- 
mates,  he  loses  the  ability  to,  relate  the  importance 
to  each  task,”  he  said. 

Fastidious  effort 

Thomas  suggested  that  fastidious  effort  should 
be  saved  for  significant  tasks,  or  people  will  turn 
into  “fussbudgets.” 

“If  every  effort  is  our  best,  we  can  rise  to  no 
challenge.  When  we  become  drained  by  the  trivial, 
we  find  the  level  of  excellence  we  can  sustain  is 
disappointing.  This  results  in  guilt  and  frustra¬ 
tion,”  he  said.

Not  only  are  reservations  hard  to  get  during  the 
holiday  season,  but  fares  are  hard  to  keep  stable, 
said  Marilee  Patterson,  special  account  consultant 
for  a  travel  service  in  Provo. 

“The  only  way  a  person  can  secure  a  reservation 
is  by  purchasing  the  ticket  in  advance  because  air 
rates  fluctuate  so  rapidly,”  she  said.

Clemson,  which  defeated  Maryland  21-7  and  captured  the 
Atlantic  Coast  Conference  crown,  received  the  other  five  first- 
place  ballots  and  1,290  points. 

Last  week,  Pitt  led  Clemson  in  first-place  votes  53-7,  and  1,343 
to  1,272  in  points.  Eight  first-place  votes  went  to  Southern  Cal 
last  week. 

Georgia,  which  beat  Auburn  24-13  and  clinched  at  least  a  share 
of  the  Southeastern  Conference  Championship,  moved  up  from 
fourth  to  third  with  1,169,  replacing  Southern  Cal. 

Alabama,  a  31-16  winner  over  Penn  State  as  Bear  Bryant 
posted  a  record-tying  314th  coaching  triumph,  jumped  from  sixth 
to  fourth  with  1,128  points. 

Nebraska  climbed  from  seventh  to  fifth  with  972  points  after 
clinching  the  Big  Eight  title  with  a  31-7  victory  over  Iowa  State. 
Southern  Methodist’s  30-6  triumph  over  Texas  Tech  pushed  the 
Mustangs  from  eighth  place  to  sixth  with  924  points. 

Michigan  vaulted  from  11th  to  seventh  with  875  points  thanks 


to  a  28-10  victory  over  Purdue.  Texas  climbed  from  10th  to  eighth 
with  873  points  by  defeating  Texas  Christian  31-15. 

Southern  Mississippi,  an  impressive  58-14  winner  over  Florida 
State,  shot  from  14th  to  ninth  with  810  points.  Southern  Cal 
rounded  out  the  top  10  with  678  points. 

Oklahoma  dropped  out  after  a  19-14  loss  to  Missouri,  previous¬ 
ly  unbeaten  Hawaii  disappeared  in  the  wake  of  its  loss  to  BYU 
and  Florida  State’s  loss  to  Southern  Mississippi  cost  the  Semi- 
noles  a  spot  in  the  Top  20. 

Meanwhile,  Washington’s  triumph  over  USC  put  the  Huskies 
back  after  a  one-week  lapse  and  Iowa,  which  had  been  out  for  two 
weeks,  got  back  in  by  defeating  Wisconsin  17-7.

“The  King  of  Kings” 

Is  Coming 


It  has  been  almost  eight  months 
since  Danny  Ainge  dribbled  the 
length  of  the  court  and  laid  the  ball 
just  over  the  outstretched  hand  of 
Notre  Dame’s  Orlando  Woolridge. 

That  clutch  performance  and  the 
37-point  scoring  barrage  against 
U  CLA  in  the  N  CAA  Eastern  Region¬ 
al  helped  earn  Ainge  three  college- 
player-of-the-year  awards  — make 
that  four. 

The  Joe  Lapchick  Memorial  Trophy 
is  given  every  year  to  the  nation’s 
outstanding  collegiate  basketball 
player.  In  winning  the  award,  Ainge 
joins  an  elite  group  of  college  basket¬ 
ball  greats  like  Larry  Bird  of  Indiana 
State,  Butch  Lee  of  Marquette,  Mar¬ 
ques  Johnson of  UCLA,  Scott  May  of 
Indiana  and  Darrell  Griffith  of  Louis- 
.  ville,  all  of  whom  have  played  or  are 
playing  professional  basketball. 

Ironically,  as  the  1981  winner, 
Ainge  is  watching  the  NBA  and 
NCAA  basketball  action  from  the 
sidelines.  With  his  three-year  Toron¬ 
to  Blue  Jay  baseball  contract  still  in 
ibrce,  the  All-Amprica  eager  is  stuck  ’ 
ijh  Provo  working  part-time  as  the 
junior  varsity  basketball  coach.  Be¬ 
fore  entering  BYU  Ainge  signed  a 
contract  with  the  Jays  that  permitted 
him  to  play  college  basketball  and 
professional  baseball. 

Ainge,  who  finished  his  career  with 
2,467  points,  541  rebounds  and  539 
assists,  led  the  Cougars  to  the  finals 


year.  In  the  tournament  BYU  handed 
the  Bruins  a  78-55  trouncing,  edged 
Notre  Dame  51-50  on  Ainge’s  layup 
and  lost  to  Virginia  74-60,  with  Ainge 
scoring  13  points.

The  Lapchick  Trophy  was  origin¬ 
ated  by  friends  of  the  late  St.  John’s 
coach  and  Basketball  Hall  of  Fame 
member  by  the  same  name.  It  was 
taken  under  sponsorship  by  St.  John’s 
University  in  1975.  St.  John’s,  in 
association  with  the  Hall  of  Fame, 
will  present  it  each  year  to  the  na¬ 
tion’s  outstanding  senior  player.  The 
trophy  itself  is  on  display  at  the 
museum  in  Springfield,  Mass.,  and 
the  replica,  given  each  year  to  the 
winner,  is  on  display  at  St.  John’s 
Alumni  Hall  trophy  case. 

Ainge  was  selected  for  the  award 
by  a  committee  under  the  chair¬ 
manship  of  Lee  Williams,  executive 
director  of  the  Naismith  Basketball 
Hall  of  Fame  in  Springfield.

In  high  school,  he  started  working  professionally 
for  Century  Records,  recording  high  school  and 
church  choirs. 

He  said  he  became  interested  in  audio  with  his 
friend  Brad  Arrington,  a  BYU  graduate.  They 
have  been  working  together  on  different  audio  pro¬ 
jects  since  they  werej12  years  old. 

“Some  kids  get  together  and  ride  motorcycles; 
we  did  audio-dramas,”  he  said. 

Arrington  worked  with  McDonough  in  the  pro¬ 
duction  of  “The  Halloween  Tree.” 

The  duo  met  Bradbury  in  Los  Angeles  and  “got 
to  know  him  and  have  been  friends  with  him  ever 
since,”  McDonough  said.
